Are you householders all aware of the fact that you are 
responsible for services that are sited in your gardens? 
e.g. manhole covers. 
One in our garden overflowed a week or so ago while we 
were away. Our son-in-law contacted Cambridge Water 
Company and same pressure was put upon him to sign 
accepting responsibility on our behalf. As the charge 
quoted was £60+ an hour he was naturally reluctant, 
but was told that we could always recoup some of 
the money from the neighbours - very difficult I 
would have thought. 
In the event the problem proved to be in a manhole m 
the Green outside the house and the charge was waived, 
but it still could have been our responsibility. 
I have not yet been able to ascertain where the house- 
holder's responsibility ends. 
The purpose of this letter is to make everyone aware 
of the position and to be careful not to flush away 
things e.g. disposable nappies, that could cause 
a blockage and result in a costly clearance bill.

Swavesey Village College 
GCSE Examinations 1995 

Yet again the College featured prominently in the 
County's GCSE ‘league tables'. For the second year 
running, 64% of students achieved 5 or more higher 
grade (A - C) passes - the fourth best among 
the County's Comprehensive schools. In the four 
years of their existence Swavesey has been second 
(twice), fourth and fifth —- a remarkably consistent 
record. 
Significantly, 100% of our Year 11 were entered 
for an average of 8°6 subjects per pupil and 
99% achieved 5 or more overall passes (grades 
A-G). 
Though not containing as many ‘high-fliers' as 
the record-breaking class of 1994, this year's 
year 11 demonstrated in their examination perform 
ances a remarkable capacity for improvement. 
A unique feature of the results was the response 
of the boys to the negative messages about mle 
academic under~achievement which have appeared 
in the media in recent times. So decisive was 
the response that 75% of the boys achieved St 
higher grades compared to 53% of the girls. 
I look forward to the girls’ riposte in 1996!
